This year’s surplus has 
been estimated at Rs. 11,56,000. The estimate would have 
exceeded 20 millions, had not Government in a most unjusti- 
fiable manner raised the home charges this year by 14 millions

other public expenditure. Sir David Barbour himself admits 


that the condition of the imperial treasury is encouraging, 
‘but still he grants no relief to the people in the matter of 


taxation. The Government of India and. the Secretary 
of State.were bound by their pledges to reduce the salt 
tax, but no remission has been made and a large portion 
of the expected surplus has been devoted to military charges, 
The President of the late National Congress forwarded a 
memorial to the Government of India, praying for a 
reduction of the salt duty, on the ground that the Indian 
finances were in a sound condition and that the rate of 
exchange was not likely to be less than One shilling and 
five pence per rupee during the year.
